The Railroad Commission Bill. 


The Johnson '.ill to extend the powers of the Railroad Com- 


mission, which has passed the Assembly, should be killed in the 
Senate. But if it passes that body, it should be vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor. 


The proposed law invades the charter rights of municipalities by 


giving the Railroad Commission 
jurisdiction over all interurban, 


suburban and street railways, whether operated by electricity or 
steam; that it shall have authority to grant permits for spur tracks, 
to the exclusion of county and municipal governing Bodies, and that 
it shall displace coroners in conducting investigations of all acci- 
dents on steam or electric railroads anywhere in the State. It also 
practically empowers the commission to fix rates on all street rail- 
ways. 


That is, it takes away from municipalities the power to control 


the granting of spur track privileges and the regulation of street 
railways, and deprives coroners of their statutory powers in regard j y 
to persons losing their lives by accident on steam or 
street rail- 


ways. Xo good reason has been advanced for making a change so 
ladical and so subversive of the principle of local self-government. 
It is suggested that the proposed grant of municipal powers to the 
State Commission is unconstitutional, but whether it is or not it is 
one that should not be made. Public sentiment in Alameda County 
is overwhelmingly against it, and we doubt if the 
measure would 


carry by popular vote in any county of the State. 
Popular disap- 


proval alone should prompt its rejection.

Light on the Philippines. 


James H. Rlount son of Paramount Blount, Cleveland's Com- 


missioner to Hawaii, ii the author of an article in the North Ameri- 
can Review dealing with the que.-tion of independence for the Fili- 
pinos that i- \\ell worthy of serious study. Mr. Rlount writes in a 
temperate strain, and submits facts oE record in a suggestive rather 
than argumentative manner. Having served for two years in the 
Philippines as an officer of Maccabebe scouts, and four years as a 
member of the Insular Judiciary, he speaks from personal experi- 
ence and fir^t-hand knowledge 


Mr. Rlount is of the opinion that the Filipinos should be given 


a definite prom.ac of independent e at some fixed date in the future, 
which he does not undertake to determine, as the only method of 
reconciling them to American rule and occupation and as a. guar- 
anty of future peace in the islands. 
He quotes General MacAr- 


thur and others in high authority in the archipelago to sustain his 
assertion that, despite the difference in dialect, the inhabitants of 
the Philippines arc racially homogeneous and are animated by a 
common iiope of nationality. 
He says the 
desire for nationality 


i= practically unanimous—so 
rmicl. so, that in case the 
United 


Stii'e;. became involved in a foreign war the nations would rise en 
masse in response to the cry of viva la republica Filipinas! 
He 


believes they are fitted to establish and maintain, if secure from 
outside interference, a government adapted to the conditions which 
prevail in the islands and the racial/customs and sympathies of the 
inhabitants. 


Mr. Rlount point'; out the injustice done the Filipinos by laws 


which discriminate 
against their 
interest. One of these 
is the 


heavy duty imposed on cotton goods used for \\caring apparel (100 
per cent) and the duty imposed on Philippine 
products imported 


into the United State1-. The Philippines have been included in the 
coast navigation jurisdiction of the United States, but are excluded 
from the area of its tariff protection. Thus we haie discriminated 
against the i-lands in both uays, and the result has been to arouse 
a deep and lasting resentment in the mincK of the natives. 


Rut the uorst feature of our occupation ha-- been the establish- 


ment of rtvoucetUKulo camp-- similar to tlio^c established by \\ey- 
!cr in Cuba, the horror^ of which provoked the indignation of the 
civihVed world. 
Mr. Rlount gives a li?t of 120 reconccntrados who 


died in a single camp in the island of Samar as an example of how 
the policy of pacification is working. \Ye imitated the worst fea- 
tures of Spani-h Uranny, and are reaping our reward in a treachcr-

The Legislature should bear in mind, in dealing with the in- 


surance question, that insurance is a necessity under modern trade 
conditions, and that the demand induced by the San Francisco fire 
is for legislation that will protect legitimate underwriting as well 
as policy holders. Notwithstanding the difficulty and delay in ad- 
justing losses encountered in many 
instances, the candid verdict 


must be that the net result has been to vindicate the insurance busi- 
ness. Events have demonstrated that a large majority of the com- 
panies paid to the full extent of their moral liability, often going jgation in Hades.'

To ba well mannered when they are grown, children should have politeness and the small courtesies of 


life early instilled into them. A pleasirg manner helps either a man or a woman in the battle of life, and 
politeness is never thrown away. There is no doubt but that it adds to a person 3 attractiveness, and so I 
say, do train your children in the little graces that are not "airs" but important. 


Etiquette for little folk today is as clearly defined as is that for their elders, but the underlying rule of 


good breeding changes little. "Thank you" is quite as good form as ever, and it is a mistake 
some 
persons 


have in thinking that a certain indifference to small courtesies denotes savoire faire. 
To the contrary, sav- 


oire faire is shown by the graciousness in which the most trifling service is received. 


A woman cannot begin too early to tram her child to say "thank you," even to servants. 
Women who Insist upon the most approved form for their children have the person's name repeated always 


at the end of a sentenoe, or instead of "ma'am" or "sir." For instance, it is considered better form for a 
child to say, "Yes, mother," than "Yes, ma'am" At the end of the sentence the name is supposed to be used 
always, as, for instance, if the child IE answering » question of Mrs. Smith's, he says, "Yes 
Mrs Smith," not 


'Yes, ma'am," as in the days of old. This is a trifling change, but it denotes the carefully trained child 


One of the prettiest old customs revived is that for little girls who now always courtesy when being in- 


troduced to an old person 
It is not the deep sweeping courtesy of the minuet, but a little bobbing dip, more 


like that of the milk maid in a light opera chorus 
It takes not more than a second, and is done by putting 


the right foot a little behind the loft, raising the right heel and bending the right knee a little 
With the left 


hand at the same time the child holds hor little skirt near the hem and spreads it the merest trifle. It is ex- 
tremely pretty and quaint. 


This form of salutation among girls has quite done away with the handshake, but if an older person of- 


fers the hand the child should be taught to take it immediately the courtesy has been given 


The European custom of clicking the heels together in military fashion and bowing deeply from the waist 


down, is coming into vogue for the best bred American bays. The right arm is bent at the elbow and held 
across the body, while the bow comes not from the head, but from the waist.

Farther than this are European manners being carried, for many boys are being taught to kiss the hand 


of a lady on greeting her. 
The deep bow is given, and the hand kissed at the same time.

Years, aqo a child was scarcely \ 


reprimanded if in eating it spilled a drop of 'iquid or a morsel of food on its napkin tucked under the chin. , 
it is now considered as reprehensible for a child as for a grown person.

Both boys and girls should be taught always to let an elder person go through a door first, and boys should \ 


be made to stand aside for girls, even if the boys are not big. It goes without saying that 
boys 
should be i 


taught to pick up a handkerchief or anything that falls to the ground, and girls should

But what are 
the reasd.3 why women who can af- 
ford children have only one child or 
very often have none at all' Mrs. 
Commander says —"There Is a stretch 
of fifteen blocks on Fifth Avenue in 
which there are only fifteen children 
It it here, where women have unlim- 
ited leasure and liberty, that fewest 


children are to be found ' The testi- 
mony from phjsiclans whose patients 
are rich and Idle -women is appalling 
"Thes do not want children because 
children invoke sacrifices and activity

Johnson Makes Solons of State 


"Sit Up and Take 


Notice." 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 
23.—Grove L. 


Johnson made his fellow members "alt 
up and take notice" yesterday after- 
noon when he antagonized the revenue 
and taxation measure found In senate 
constitutional amendment No. 1, pro- 
viding for the separation of state and 
local taxation. 


Johnson said he opposed the measure 


because It was Impracticable and dan- 
gerous. It placed a burden on Insur- 
ance companies that would make the 
rates of Insurance In this state pro- 
hibitive. It provided for the taxing o£ 
National banks, and this he thought 
was illegal. He had found the old sys- 
tem satisfactory and this was a new 
thing putting the taxation on the peo- 
ple Improperly and unequally. The bill 
would not be at all satisfactory to the 
general public. 


Frank Devlin in defense of the mea- 


sure said It increased the taxation on 
all corporations, public utilities, rail- 
roads, street railways, express 
com- 


panies, private car companies, and in 
fact made the corporations pay the 


! state tax. 
This left the real estate tax 


I to be made by communities and re- 
: dnced the burden, making the public 


I utilities and corporations pay their pro- 


portion of taxation for running 
the 


government. 
He further said it was 


not a new measure as it had been suc- 
cessfully tried in several of the eastern 
states and 
worked 
well. 
The best 


points in the laws of these states had 
been embodied In the measure present- 
ed and the amandment to be presented 
to the people was the finest that could 
be put up. It is a change from the an- 
tiquated system tinder which we are 
now working and brings about a better 
arrangement in the taxation of both 
state and local communities. 


The measure was finally adopted in 


th3 assembly by a vote of 66 ayes to 
0 noes. 
Johnson voted aye, and im- 


mediately gave notice of his intention 
to call for reconsideration. 
The bill 


lias passed the senate and will now go 
to tlie governor for his approval, unless 
it is reconsidered, under Johnson's mo- 
tion. 
The bill follows closely on the 


lines laid down by the committee on 
revenue and taxation appointed at the 
last session of the, legislature, and is 
considered a strong measure.
